SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Surfer Blue has been classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes by presenting young men engaging in sexual activity as both 
attractive and arousing to the viewer. The video recording depicts explicit male sexual 
activity including masturbation, fellatio and anal intercourse. The young men featured 
in the recording appear to be aged 16-20 years and are presented in a youthful 
manner, for example one rides on a BMX bicycle and performs tricks on it. The 
publication focuses on youthful characteristics, nudity and sexual conduct of the 
participants, and is clearly intended for the purpose of adult sexual arousal. Therefore 
the video recording has been found to promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). This 
provision overrides the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act), because it is 
a deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning consistent with the rights and 
freedoms set out in si 4 of the NZBR Act. Consequently this publication has been 
deemed objectionable under s3(2) of the FVPC Act. 
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
